In claim 31, line 2, "p-cumylphenol (meth)acrylate" has been substituted by ~p- 
cumylphenol acrylate--. 

Claims 5-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The amendment to 
independent claims 5 and 16 into consisting of format precludes MPSMA {bis(4- 
methacryloylthiphenyI)sulfide} disclosed in Fukushima et al (US 5,969,867) as a monomer of 
the claimed invention. 

Fukushima et al (US 867) fails to disclose /?-cumylphenyl (meth)acrylate as component 
(B-2) (7:14-8:27). 

Baba et al. (JP 09-235338) {Enghsh machine translation was used} discloses an 
alkoxylated {ethoxylated} /?-cumylphenyl acrylate (having 1 to 5 alkylene oxide units {ethylene 
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oxide} {n = 1 to 5} appended between the (meth)acryl moiety and /?-cumylphenol moiety {claim 
1 , Tl 5-8} . Baba et al. (JP 09-235338) does not teach or suggest /?-cumylphenyl acrylate {having 
zero ethylene oxide units (n = 0} appended between the (meth)acryl moiety and /7-cumyIphenoI 
moiety. Modification of ethoxylated /7-cumyIphenyI acrylate to afford /7-cumyIphenyI acrylate 
(n = 0} would be based on improper hindsight reconstruction of the claims.
